Dr. W iley ’s views, to testify in b ehalf 
of the Curtice Bros., of Rochester, and | 
the W illiams Bros, com pany of De­ 
troit, in the suit b rought b y them in j 
the federal court to have the Indiana 
pure food law declared unconstitution­ 
al: while it forb ade Dr. Wiley to tes­ 
tify unless ordered b y the District of 
Columb ia courts. 
This compelled the 
Indiana attorney general to come to 
; W ashington to secure an order from 
the court and take the testim ony here 
instead of in Indianapolis. 
He also 
claims he was at first refused certain 
original docum ents necessary to his 
case, the sam e b eing in the d epart­ 
ment of agriculture and b eing pub lic 
i records. 
Attorney General Bingham 
1 secured the order from Justice B ar­ 
nard and Dr. Wiley testified, and. as 
was expected, his testim ony was ad ­ 
verse to the b enzoate of soda cause. 
It is the first time that Dr. Wiley has 
b een perm itteu to speak in pub lic in 
defense of his attitude against this 
preservative since Secretary Wilson 
determ ined to stand b y the report of 
the Rem sen b oard and the ketchup 
m anufacturers who use b enzoate of 
soda. 
T he gag was adm inistered to 
him and it was not removed until the 
court so ordered. 
T he friends of pure food are elated 
that b y the order of the court Dr. 
Wiley was unmuzzled long enough to 
deliver some hot shot against the b en­ 
zoate of soda users, and are confident 
that the Indiana courts will sustain the 
constitutionality of the law, and that 
the effort to force artificially preserv­ 
ed foods upon that state will fail. Food 
Com missioner Barnard of Indiana has 
long b een known as an advanced ad­ 
vocate of pure food, and with A ttorney 
General Bingham has fought the case 
at issue all over the country .

In those early times a 
ruler in a dagger proof shirt was safe 
enough if the courtier whose privilege 
It was to taste the royal food for poison 
was faithful. 
But no precaution can offset the pis­ 
tol or the bomb in the hands of the 
murderer who disarms suspicion by ap­ 
pearing as one of the crowd of well- 
wishers and admirers of the 
man 
whom he is about to slay. 
Gaetauo Bresci was waving his hat 
and cheering with the crowd that sur­ 
rounded Italy's king before he fired the 
three shots that killed him. 
Leon Czolgosz was in a line of patri­ 
otic American citizens awaiting his 
turn to shake hands with McKinley 
when he drew the revolver that robbed 
the United States of a president. 
In 
both cases there were troops and police 
present. 
Ten times as many would 
have made no difference. 


Gaynor’s Case an Example. 
Mayor Gaynor was on the deck of a * 
«hip surrounded by friends, and beyond 
the circle of those friends was a larger 
group of admirers of the man, glad to 
avail themselves of the opportunity of 
seeing one about whom they had read 
po much. 
No one could have'asked a 
safer place or safer conditions for him 
an instant before he was shot 
Isolation seems to be the only sure 
solution of tiie problem of protecting 
men in high office from violence. 
But 
no man blessed with the essentials for 
popularity <>r of sufficient force to at­ 
tract the assassin would submit to that 
alternative 
It has happened so often 
that the attempt to kill, sometimes suc­ 
cessful and sometimes not, has been 
made on a festival occasion that it has 
almost become a rule 
Lincoln was at the theater. 
McKin­ 
ley was in the Temple of Music at 
Buffalo participating in the ceremonies 
Incidental to the I*an-American expo­ 
sition. 
King Humbert was just step­ 
ping into his carriage after watching 
the award of prizes to athletes at a 
gymnasium club at Monga. 
King Al­ 
fonso of Spain and his queen bride, 
Victoria, were on the way from the 
church In which thej had been mar­ 
ried within the hour when the bomb 
was thrown that did not harm them, 
but killed a score of royal w edding day 
m erry m ak ers 
King Carlos of Portugal and his sou. j 
the Crow n Prince Louis Philippe, were; 
on their way to their capital from a j 
vacation when ti squad of assassins 
armed with earbin * killed them both. 
Mayor Gaynor was about to start on a 
vacation journey. 
Festivities Cause Negligence. 
On festival occasions the guards un­ 
consciously 
relax 
their vigilance in 
spite of themselves 
There seems to 
be no room for suspicion 
Undoubted­ 
ly the assassin takes that into account 
when he plans to join in the celebra­ 
tion 
He knows that on no day in the 
year Is the saying that a cat may look 
at a king so true as ou the day when 
the king is to descend from his throne, j 
so to speak, to get in close touch with 
kis people. 
Unlike the ordinary murderer, who . 
kills to rob or to satisfy a private j 
grudge, the assassin seldom makes any 
trrangemenfs 
to 
escape. 
Ifis 
plan 
ends with the killing. 
It would hurt 
his vanity to have all the world talk­ 
ing about the taking off of a notable 
personage and not knowing to whom 
to give the credit. 
There was a 
marked similarity In 
the* motives for the attempt to take 


the life of Mayor Gaynor and for the 
killing of Mayor Carter II . Harrison 
of Chicago. 
Gallagher, the man who 
attempted murder aboard the German 
steamship at Hoboken, did so because 
he had been ousted from his place in 
a city department after being found 
guilty of unfitness and because Mayor 
Gaynor had refused to act in his be­ 
half. 
Prendergast, the man who kill­ 
ed Mayor Harrison, explained that the 
mayor bad failed to keep a promise 
to make him a corporation counsel. 
Charles Jules Guiteau, who fired the 
fatal shot at President Garfield as the 
latter was about to leave Washington 
on July 2. 1881, was a disappointed of­ 
fice seeker 


Belgrade Leads In Brutality. 
In modern times no assassinations 
have been so brutal and at the same 
time so thorough as those at Belgrade 
in the summer of 1903. when the en­ 
tire royal family of Servia was wiped 
out and a dynasty ended with swords, 
pistols and an ax. 
King Alexander, his queen, Draga. 
the queen’s two sisters and brother, 
the premier, two ministers, several 
generals and all of the royal guard 
were massacred in the palace between 
midnight and 2 o’clock in the morning. 
The country and the army were in 
revolt, and an entire regiment of in­ 
fantry. led by Colonel Machin. a broth 
er-in-law of the doomed queen, par­ 
ticipated in the slaughter. 
The queen 
was slain with an ax in the hands of 
the lieutenant colonel. 
When King Carlos of Portugal and 
the crown prince were killed they 
were riding in the royal carriage with 
Queen Arnelie and the infant Manuel 
from the railroad station at Lisbon to 
the palace 
The streets were filled 
with cheering people. 
A big c-scort j 
of so ld iers was before and behind the 
carriage 
But the soldiers iiad no rea­ 
son to su sp ect a group of men stand­ 
ing ar one <»f the corners and cheering 
with the crowd until those men who 
had waited until the carriage was in 
front of them threw aside their cloaks. • 
raised their carbines and began to fire 
by volleys. 
Three shots hit the king, killing him 
Instantly. Three hit the crown prince, 
and be died before the drivers could 
reach the palace 


Humbert’s Death Affected America. 
None of the other foreign assassina- , 
tions tics touched th is country so close­ 
ly a s did that of King Humbert of 
Italy on July 29, 1900. 
His slayer, 
Bresci. was a silk worker in Paterson. 
N. J 
It i- not probable that he was 
deliberately elected by his fellow an­ 
archists in the New Jersey town to 
cross the Atlantic to kill the king, but 
that was the impression at the time, i 
and the P aterso n anarchists were so 
proud o 
it that they did what they 
could to have it believed 
General Bobrikoff. the governor gen- , 
eral of Finland, was shot and killed at 
the entrance to the senate chamber at 
Helsingfors by a voting lawyer named 
Scbauruuiin. a Finnish patriot, who 
committed suicide after succeeding a 9 
an assassin. 
M. de Plehve. the Russian minister 
of the interior, was assassinated on 
July 2S. 1904. 
A bomb was thrown 
with deadly accuracy, and the assassin 
was favored by the fact that traffic 
where the tragedy occurred was heavy 
owing to I he crossing of lines of sur­ 
face cars and the continuous stream 
of trucks.

The present holder of the office is J. 
P. Mellor, and he gets a salary of $ 10.- 
000 a year. 
He has an assistant proc­ 
tor at $5.000 and a staff of clerks to 
help him, and he has an office at the 
treasury Id Whitehall. 
He is supposed 
to inquire into «»very undefended di­ 
vorce su it and for this purpose lie can 
call ou the detective staff at Scotland 
Yard. 
This is why those who think they 
have fixed up a uice, friendly little di­ 
vorce case which will go through with­ 
out trouble and without publicity are 
surprised to find themselves shadowed 
by shrewd looking men in the most 
unofficial of plain clothes, but with ex­ 
tremely broad toed boots, and later on 
to find that some one or other has in­ 
formed the judge they

quite friendly and didn’t need a sever 
ance of the marriage bond at all.

Div orce Ques tion 
Div ides Church. 
The sittings of the divorce commis- , 
sion have brought forth a good many 
other interesting things in addition to 
the existence of this mysterious offi­ 
cial. 
One of them is the wide diver- ! 
genee of opinion in the English church 
on the subject of divorce. 
Officially 
the church takes the high Catholic po­ 
sition that marriage is indissoluble for 
any cause, and a good many church­ 
men still adhere to this, hut apparent­ 
ly there are more who are thoroughly j 
dissatisfied 
with 
even 
the 
present 
strict divorce law and wish to have 
divorce 
made a 
good 
deal 
easier. 
Among these are Canon Hensley Hen- , 
son. the famous preacher at 
West­ 
minster abbey, who declared that the 
present marriage laws were a danger 
to public morals and absolutely mediae- ! 
val in their character. 
So far the two demands that seem 
to be most insistent are that divorce 
shall be made cheaper and the sexes 
shall be placed on an equality as re­ 
gards tiie cause for divorce. 
There 
is a certain limited demand for the ex­ 
tension of the causes, hut apparently 
public opinion would be satisfied with 
the present situation on this point if 
divorce were 
the sexes had equal opportunities 
In England at present a man may 
obtain a divorce because of the un­ 
faithfulness of his wife, but for no 
other 
reason. 
A 
woman, 
however, 
must not only prove unfaithfulness, 
but either cruelty or desertion as well.

lace dresses and French sho es with 
high heels. 
Despite the sneers o f newspapers 
the so ciety has sev eral hundred mem­ 
bers. 
These hav e pledged themselv es 
to appear ev ery where, ev en at co urt 
functio ns and dances, in the biggest 
po ssible sho es, with sturdy heels, and 
they further undertake to bring up 
their children o n the same principles.

The Germanizatio n o f Palestine is 
pro ceeding rapidly . 
In the early fif­ 
ties o f the nineteenth century a bo dy 
o f Germans calling themselv es Tem­ 
plars left their nativ e land fo r Pales­ 
tine. 
These early pilgrims were well 
supplied with mo ney . 
Each o f the i* 
bo ught land and built a ho use fo r him­ 
self. 
In less than three y ears a co lo ny o f 
200 well built ho uses o f Euro pean 
sty le sto o d o n the slo pes o f Mo unt 
Carmel. 
Little by little fro m this cen­ 
ter the German co lo nists branched o ut 
to J affa, J erusalem and o ther place**. 
Recruits came freely fro m the father­ 
land. 
In thirty y ears the German pro prie­ 
to rs co uld be co unted by tho usands. 
With Teuto nic tenacity o f purpo se 
they wo rked to o pen up a market fo r 
manufactures and find an o utlet fo r 
all kinds o f articles o f German pro ­ 
ductio n. 
Ev ery inducement po ssible, 
cheap prices and lo ng credit, co urted 
the patro nage o f merchants 


M e r c h a n ts ’ Influence Powerful. 
Co mmercial trav elers fo llo wed clo se­ 
ly after o ne ano ther. 
So me o f them 
remained at Haifa, J affa and J eru­ 
salem as co mmissio n agents. They o i- 
fered their wares at v ery lo w prices 
and were willing to wait lo ng fo r pay ­ 
ment. Thus they became po werful 
and po pular. 
When the gro und had been thus pre­ 
pared the Empero r Frederick v isited 
the co untry , an ev ent which greatly 
heightened German prestige in Turkey . 
When the present kaiser ascended the 
thro ne he pro secuted his father’s po l­ 
icy with far greater v igo r. 
The friendship between Wilhelm II. 
and his “ cher et tres grand and,” Ab­ 
dul Ilamid, made the po sitio n o f the 
Germans in Palestine stro nger than 
ev er. After the v isit o f the kaiser and 
kaiserin to J erusalem in 18 9 8 there 
was ano ther increase o f German influ­ 
ence. 
Germans 
acquired 
immense 
tracts o f land in all parts o f the co un­ 
try . 
The recent v isit o f the Prince 
and Princess Eitel Friedrich has kept 
the German influence stro ng. 


Ge rm an Consul Rules Country. 
The German co nsul to day is the great 
man in Palestine. 
Germans are still 
flo cking into the co untry o n ev ery side. 
Mo st o f them remain. 
If they hav e 
the mo ney they buy pro perty at o nce, 
build ho uses. 
If they 
are po o r they are financed by the 
Templar bank, which is subsidized by 
po werful po litical sy ndicates. 
This German immigratio n is careful­ 
ly planned and clev erly o rganized by 
influential 
sy ndicates 
co mpo sed 
o f 
great financiers, princes, manufacturers 
and military o fficers. 
The kaiser him­ 
self is said to preside o v er the meet­ 
ings o f the principal o f these sy ndi­ 
cates. The co nquest o f Palestine seems 
to hav e begun.

Islanders 
Fight Off Officers 
An nu al Battle. 
The Irish r>easants dwelling o n the 
bleak islands o f Aran and Valentin, 
o ff the st<>rmy co ast o f Galway , abso ­ 
lutely decline to pry tax es. 
The Gal­ 
way tax co llecto rs each y ear sto rm 
the islands and endeav o r to co mpel 
the peasants to pay their tax es. 
A 
battle alway s ensues, and the co llec­ 
to rs are driv en back to the mainland. 
The 
islanders call 
the 
co llecto rs 
“ black so ldiers,” and their annual bat­ 
tle with them is lo o ked fo rward to 
with as much interest as the peasants 
elsewhere lo o k fo rward to tlie annual 
co unty fair day . 
This y ear the Galway co unty co un­ 
cil had difficulty in finding men who 
wo uld tackle the jo b o f co llecting tax ­ 
es fro m the islanders, but finally o ne 
o f the clerks ‘underto o k the co ntract, 
lie has no t y et had the co urage to 
pro ceed to the island battlefields with 
his assistants. 


Telephones Need Precious Metals. 
Few perso ns realize what an eno r­ 
mo us amo unt o f the precio us metals 
and ev en precio us sto nes, such as dia­ 
mo nds, are used in the manufacture o f 
telepho ne apparatus.

alo ne. And platinum co sts 30 per cent 
mo re than pure go ld.

Maine has had her deserted farms, 
and no w and then o ne can find her de- 
serto d v illages. 
Such a o ne is Welch- 
v ille, in the to wn and co unty o f Ox ­ 
fo rd, where o nce the pulse and ma­ 
chinery kept life beating fa st in a 
thriv ing little co mmunity . 
To day the po pulatio n is scattering, 
o n the f;irms thereabo uts chiefly , while 
the change in the v alue o f the pro per­ 
ty is indicated by the sto ry recently 
related o f the sale o f a two and a 
half sto ry ho use fo r $175 which was 
wo rth $1,500 sev enty -fiv e y ears ago . 
But the number o f such to wns is 
small. Maine is building up fast. Her 
deserted farms are being taken up, 
so metimes by pro gressiv e y o ung farm­ 
ers and again by summer peo ple, and 
the deserted Maine v illages pro mised 
n new lease o f life.
